Paoli, Ind., Au g . 19 .—W ith a costly 
bonfire the state of Indiana has ju st 
celebrated a victory over the g am­ 
blers of “the valley .” The fu el was com­ 
p osed of the g ambling devices seized 
by the state in the raid on the W est 
Baden and French Lick casinos in 
Ju ly , 19 06. 
Many cases were filed ag ainst the 
attaches of these casinos, and these 
cases were continu ed from time to 
tim e in the ju stice cou rts of Orang e 
cou nty . 
Nothing definite was done 
u ntil this week, when Edward H. 
W hite, assistant attorney g eneral, met 
the attorney s for^ the defendants in 
Ju stice W ooner’s cou rt at Orleans, { 
where a p lea of g u ilty was entered in 
two cases and a fine of $25 was as­ 
sessed by the ju stice in each case, 
which carried with it the demolition 
cf the g ambling devices, estim ated to 
be worth nearly $10,000. 
The devices 
had been stored here since their seiz­ 
u re in 19 06, and had been u nder the 
care of the sheriff. 
When the order for the destru ction 
was received the sheriff and his dep ­ 
u ties, with Assistant Attorney Gen­ 
eral W hite, entered the p lace where 
the devices were stored and beg an 
their 
destru ction 
with 
axes 
and 
sledg es, p iling the broken frag ments 
into a heap p rep aratory to ap p ly ing 
the torch. 
The officers wielded axes on the 
massive mahog any devices that had 
co-st the orig inal owner hu ndreds of 
dollars, and the destru ction of the val­ 
u able w’oodwork was soon comp leted. 
The demolition w*as witnessed by a 
larg e nu mber of p eop le who had heard 
of the order of the cou rt, and many 
p eop le stood and watched the broken 
devices bu rn. 
The destru ction of the g ambling de­ 
vices followed a comp romise effected 
at Orleans in the su its brou g ht ag ainst 
Edg ar Derry and Georg e Charles, ar 
rested at the time of Governor Han- 
ly 's raids on the French Lick and 
W est Baden g ambling hou ses. 
Both 
Derry and Charles p leaded g u ilty to 
charg es 
of 
maintaining 
g ambling 
rooms. 
The chief qu estion at issu e, how­ 
ever, and the one which has cau sed 
the su its to hang fire for three y ears, 
was the disp osal of the g ambling de­ 
vices, estim ated to be worth $10,000, 
which were seized in the g ambling 
raids. 
Form er 
Governor 
Hanly ’s 
ag ents in the raids seized every mova­ 
ble p iece of fu rnitu re fou nd in the 
rooms at the time of the raids and 
assu med control of it, excep t the rou ­ 
lette wheels, which the raiders were 
never able to find—all bu t one wheel, 
which was stolen from the raiders 
when an official back was tu rned, and 
which was never fou nd. 
The fu rni­ 
tu re consisted of thirty -fou r slot ma­ 
chines, ten rou lette tables faro and 
klondike lay ou ts, hierony mou s sets, 
etc. 
In order to bring the cases to an 
end the attorney g eneral consented to 
receive p leas of g u ilty from Derry and 
Charles and to p ermit them to retain 
su ch fu rnitu re as was not g ambling 
fu rnitu re, or su ch fu rnitu re as *wras 
not m anu factu red, p u rchased and u sed 
for g ambling p u rp oses. 
This ag ree­ 
ment enabled the defendants to retain 
a larg e nu mber of chairs, tables, 
desks, stands, etc., which were u sed 
in the g ambling rooms, bu t which 
were not g ambling devices.
